Acheson is to talk with Brit- 
ain’s Foreign Secretary Anthony 
Eden during the weekend, Eden 
arrived by plane today. 

Philip C. Jessup, a United 
States delegate to the U. N., was 
with Acheson during the talk. 
French Ambassador Henri Hop- 
penot, permanent French dele- 
gate to the U. N., and his aid 
Francis LaCoste, sat at Schu- 
man’s side. 

Statement By Schuman. 


The French Foreign Minister 
said on his arrival in New York 
that he would try to win Ameri- 
can support for France’s position 
on Morocco and Tunisia. The 
United States has previously sup- 
ported the Arab-Asian view that 
the probiem of French rule in 


those North African protectorates 


was a suitable subject for U. N. 
debate. 

Schuman’s flat statement sur- 
prised diplomats and observers 
here since it seemed to indicate 
he discounted the fact that Ache- 
son, since the Republican victory 
at the polls Tuesday, would hesi- 
tate to make commitments which 
would bind the incoming adminis- 
tration. 

It is doubtful if Acheson will 
feel able to take any decisions 
along new lines until he, or his 
aids, have talked things over with 
the men President-elect Dwight. 
D. ower has promised to 
send to the State Department for 
consultations. ! 
Acheson’s “Lame Duck” Status. 


Eden and Schuman purposely 
had delayed their arrivals at the 
U.N. until after the election. Now 
they are confronted with the fact 
that Acheson—with whom they 
have discussed major issues many 
times before—is in a “lame duck” 
position as a result of the Repub- 
lican yictory. 

(Acheson is expected to assure 
Schuman and Eden that there 
has been no change in American 
foreign policy, said a United 
Press dispatch from United Na- 
tions. It quoted a United States 
spokesman as saying the admin- 
istration changeover should not 
affect United States Korean pol- 
icy nor make the current General 
Assembly a do-nothing, lame-duck 
session. 8 

(American sources, the U. P. 
continued, were underlining the 
fact that, under the liaison sys- 
tem being set up, any foreign 
policy changes favored by Eisen- 
hower could be quickly effected 
by the State Department and 
United States diplomats here.) 


Separate Meetings Planned. 


As yet, there were no plans for 
all three ministers to get to- 
gether around the same table to- 
day or tomorrow. American dele- 
gation spokesmen said Acheson 
had scheduled separate meetings 
with both Eden and Schuman. 

Debate on the deadlocked Ko- 
rean armistice question was 
suspended over the weekend, but 
Russia’s Andrei Y. Vishinsky re- 
turns Monday morning as the 
initial speaker in the Political 
Committee. It will be the Rus- 


d | sian’s first appearance in the U.N. 


conference room since he blasted 
at Acheson and presented Mos- 
cow’s terms for ending the Ko- 
regan war nearly two weeks ago. 

Schuman is scheduled to speak 
Monday «afternoon in a General 
Assembly plenary session. France’s 
position on Korea already has 
been outlined in committee de- 
bate, but Schuman goes before 
the full Assembly to map out de- 
tailed French policy on all issues 
confronting the U.N. 

Eden May See Eisenhower. 

Eden hopes to present Britain's 
policies to the full Assembly 
Tuesday. During his visit to the 
United States, he also may seek 
a meeting with Eisenhower to dis- 
cuss joint British-American prob- 
lems with the head of the incom- 
ing administration. 

The Big .Three ministers are 
expected to give top attention to 
the main points touched on thus 
far in the Korean debate and to

Big Guns Fire 1000 
Rounds an Hour at En- 
emy Hideouts on Cen- 
tral Korean Front. 


SEOUL, Nov. 8 (AP)—Allied 
big guns hammered thundering 
barrages today at Communist 


artillery strongholds in the Kumh- 
wa ridges and on mighty Osong 
mountain on the central Korean 
front. 

The savage fighting that for 
more than three weeks surged up 
and down the slopes of Snipers’ 
ridge and Triangle hill had faded 
to minor thrusts, 

Allied gunners were firing 
nearly 1000 rounds an hour 
aimed at knocking out the strong- 
est Communist artillery concen- 
tration of the Korean war. Many 
of the Red guns were protected 
by deep log and earth bunkers or 
spotted in tunnels. 

Time after time the Red artil- 
lery had cut down South Koreans 
short of the crest as they stormed 
up the slopes of Triangle hill. 
Allied commanders finally called 
a halt this week ahd asked the 
artillery to smash the Red fire- 
power. | 
Allied artillery, using secret 
“locators,” and U.N. fighter;bomb- 
ers have destroyed or damaged 99 
of an estimated 200 Chinese Com- 
munist guns trained on Allied po- 
sitions in the area, officers said. 
The Reds hold Triangle and 
the South Koreans own most of 
Snipers Ridge. 

In the air war, nine. Superforts 
from Okinawa dumped 90 tons of 
bombs at a North Korean staff 
school at Yongpoung, on the west 
coast. 

Two Communist jet night fight- 
ers attacked and one was shot 
down by a B-29. Airman Second 
Class Don W. Murray, Mazon, III., 
was credited with the kill. 

One of the Superforts crashed 
into the Pacific near Okinawa on 
the return flight, the Far East 
Forces announced in Tokyo. 
Allied B-26 light bombers re- 
ported knocking out 95 Commu- 
nist supply vehicles Friday night. 
The Fifth Air Force. said Com- 
munist ground fire downed three 
of its planes in the week ended 
Friday. None was lost in air com- 
bat, it reported. During the week, 
Allied Sabre jets claimed four 
Communist jets shot down, two 
probably destroyed and 10 dam- 
aged.

MAYPORT, Fla., Nov. 8 (AP)— 

escue was never in doubt for 
the 11 Navy men dumped from a 
blimp into the Atlantic Ocean 55 
miles off southern Georgia yes- 
terday afternoon: 

While the blimp K-119 was 
taking part in anti-submarine 
maneuvers, a window on the side 
of the cabin suddenly popped out, 
hit the right propeller and ripped 
through the helium-filled bag. 

Lt. George R. Keiser of Port 
Royal, Pa., commander of the 
blimp, said the blimp headed back 
toward its base, Glynco Naval Air 
Station near Brunswick, Ga. It 
had gone about 30 miles before 
it settled down on the water. 

In an interview, Lt. Keiser said 
the men manged to get only one 
of the two life rafts out of the 
airship but within a few minutes 
others were dropped from two sis- 
ter blimps and rescue planes. 

About an hour and a half after 
they hit the water the submarine 
Sea Dog took them aboard. Later 
they were transferred to the re- 
pair ship Escape, which landed 
them here. No one was serious- 


y hurt. 

The disabled blimp was sunk 
to, prevent its becoming a men- 
ace to ships. 


‘EYEWITNESS’ SAYS 
A-BOMB IS ‘RUNT’ 
BESIDE H-BOMB 


LOS ANGELES, Nov. 8 (AP)— 
What is described as the first 
eyewitness account of a hydrogen 
bomb explosien at Eniwetok,” 
carried today by the Los Angeles 
Examiner, says the H-bomb makes 
the A-bomb look like “a runt.” 

The Examiner's story, written 
by Science Editor Chris Clausen, 
says the H-bomb test took place 
on a small atoll in the Eniwetok 
group recently. It did not give 
the date. 

“It is likely,” Clausen wrote, 
“that the tremendous unparalleled 
force of the H-bomb—the world’s 
first—vaporized into gas and dust 
the atoll, a half mile wide and 
three miles long, on which the 
detonation took place.” 

The Examiner said the account 
was f hed by a Los Angeles 
resident who received a letter 
from a friend at the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission’s Pacific proving 
grounds, but it did not give the 
name of either. AEC has kept 
mum thus far on the scheduled 
autumn tests.

Meanwhile, national committee 
officials say that the large num- 
ber of specialists and speech 
writers taken on for the campaign 
have been let out, and the entire 
staff whittled down to pre-cam- 
paign strength.

NEW YORK, Nov. 8 (AP)—Al- 
ger Hiss says the United States 
district judge who denied him a 
new trial earlier this year did so 
“without fair hearing.” 

Counsel for the former State 
Department official yesterday ap- 
pealed in the United States Court 
of Appeals a court order by Judge 
Henry W. Goddard refusing an- 
other hearing based on what the 
defense called new. evidence. 

Hiss was convicted Jan. 25, 
1950, on two counts of perjury in 
denying before a federal grand 
jury that he gave secret Govern- 
ment papers to Communist spy- 
ring courier Whittaker Chambers. 
A first trial resulted in a hung 


Chester T. Lane, attorney for 
Hiss, had argued before Judge 
Goddard last January that Hiss 
had been framed by Chambers 
through “forgery by typewriter.” 
Hiss’s attorneys applied in 
Washington on Thursday for his 
parole from the Lewisburg (Pa.) 
federal penitentiary. Hiss is serv- 
ing a five-year sentence. 

The appeal for setting aside the 
new trial denial said Judge God, 
dard “accepted the Government's 
unsubstantiated gossip and ru- 
mors as sufficient to controvert 
sworn statements of defense wit- 
nesses who were presented as 
ready and able to support their 
affidavits in open court.” 

The appeal added that the judge 
“knew in advance” that he was 
going to deny-the motion, and 
continued: 

We cannot make any lesser 
charge. We believe that the trial 
court’s handling of the motion 
(for a new trial) displayed such 
predetermination without fair 
hearing as to amount to an abuse 
of its discretion and thus to con- 
stitute an error requiring reversal 
by the court.” 

Goddard, the appeal contended, 
“resolved issues of fact depending 
on the credibility of witnesses, 
uniformly in favor of the Govern- 
ment without hearing the wit- 
nesses or permitting their credi- 
bility to be tested by direct and 
cross-examination.”

Party Reorganization 
Similar to Recent Shift 
in Russia. | 


ZAGREB, Yugoslavia, Nov. 8 


(AP)—The Yugoslay Communist 
party abolished its nine-man 
Politburo last night, replacing it 
with an executive committee of 
15 headed by premier marshal 
Josip (Tito) Broz. 


The new orgainzation, set up 
at the closing session of a Com- 
munist party general congress 
here, will have almost the same 
functions as the old Politburo. 
This served Tito as a sort of cabi- 
net in the conduct of government 
affairs and in controlling the rul- 
ing Communist party. 

The congress also chose a cen- 
tral committee of 109, nearly 
twice the size of the previous 
party governing body. Tito, 
picked as chairman, missed a 
unanimous vote of the 2004 dele- 
gates by only one ballot—his 
own. 

Move Like Shift in Russia. 


(The reorganization is remark- 
ably similar to a recent shift of 
Soviet Communists, with whom 
the Yugoslav Reds have been 
quarreling more than four years. 
The all-union Soviet Communist 
party, meeting in Moscow last 
month, abolished the Politburo 
headed by Prime Minister Stalin 
and provided for a Presidium to 
replace it. Stalin and other vet- 
erans of the Politburo were 
named to the Presidium. Provin- 
cial representation is added to 
the top body of both Russia and 
Yugoslavia.) 

The Yugoslav Communist party 
concluded its first general con- 
gress since 1948 after repledging 
its support to Tito’s independent 
policies. 

In a closing speech, Tito again 
protested against Soviet attempts 
to dominate this country and ex- 
pressed Yugoslavia’s readiness to 
ward off any aggression. 

Russia and Italy Assailed. 


A foreign policy resolution at- 
tacking both Russia and Italy was 
unanimously acclaimed by the 
delegates. 

This served notice that if Italy 
hopes for co-operation from 
Yugoslavia it must renounce what 
the resolution called an imperi- 
alistic policy toward our national 
territory.” This was a reference 
to Trieste, the strategic free ter- 
ritory at the head of the Adriatic. 

The congress stood firm on a 
policy that the future of Trieste 
can be settled only by direct 
Italian-Yugoslay negotiations. 

On Russia, the Communist 
party resolution declared: 

“The Soviet Government 
threatens world: peace and peace- 
ful co-operation between nations. 

“On the other hand, the pres- 
ent feverish race in the world, 
justified by the need to prevent 
aggression, constitutes a latent 
danger of turning into a sort of 
enticement to new war.” 


SHIP SINKS IN ROTTERDAM’S 
HARBOR; ENTIRE PORT BLOCKED 


LONDON, Nov. 8 (UP)—Rot- 
terdam, Western Europe’s largest 
harbor, was paralyzed today by 
the wreck of a Panamanian 


freighter sunk in the mouth of 


the harbor by gales which have 
buffeted Europe for two days. 

The 6379-ton Faustus was 
stranded yesterday in the Rhine 
river approach to the harbor. A 
gale last night blew the ship over 
a breakwater where it went down. 
Ocean liners, tankers and freight- 
ers will be unable to move into 
or out of the river mouth until 
the wreck’s exact position is de- 
termined, 

Meanwhile the 20,000-ton Cun- 
ard liner Franconia moved into 
the Mersey river and docked at 
Liverpool, England after having 
been held offshore for two days. 
The Franconia had 225 passen- 
gers from Canada aboard. 


BRITISH MILITARY ATTACHES 
TO BE WITHDRAWN FROM U.S, 


LONDON, Nov. 8 (AP)—Britain 
has decided to withdraw its mili- 
tary, naval and air attaches from 
Washington as an economy meas- 
ure to save dollars, a Defense 
Ministry spokesman said last 
night, , 

Their duties will be taken over 
by experts in the British joint 
services mission which since the 
war has been based permanently 
in the American capital.

Making Use of Leaves 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Since we have had no electrical 
storms, the present epidemic of grass 
and forest fires can be traced mainly to 
carelessness, or downright malice on 
the part of those who have a mania to 
watch something burn, regardless of 
consequences. 

Leaves that still appear to be green 
may be crushed to powder in the hand. 
Oak leaves, now brown. and seared and 
still on the trees, are as inflammable as 
tinder. Let a fire get away.in a brisk 
wind and most of our best upland tim- 
ber will be destroyed. 


Despite warnings in our local paper, 
and that our fire department is being 
called frequently to put out grass fires, 
people still continue to burn leaves. 

Few seem to realize that these same 
leaves piled on flower or vegetable gar- 
dens make the finest kind of fertilizer, 
or may be used for mulching during 
the hot summer months. 


Taking a cue from farmers who used 
to plant potatoes around old straw 
stacks and thereby raise a fine crop, I 
tried this in a pile of decayed leaves 
last spring. I raised some fine potatoes; 
much better than those planted in the 
ground. 

It is not necessary to bury the pota- 
toes in the ground. Simply lay them 
on the ground and cover with eight or 
10 inches of leaves. Fine squash, cu- 
cumbers, even watermelons and canta- 
loupes, may also be raised in this man- 
ner. 

It is surprising how such things will 
produce, provided plenty of-sunlight is 
available. Half-rotted leaves make a 
fine mulch for most any kind of vege- 
table, and they discourage the growth 
of weeds. ARTHUR JOBSON.

Even if one could ignore the temptations to cor - 
ruption, the expectation of political favors and 
governmental jobs and contracts which are im- 
plicit in the raising of campaign funds, one 
would be alarmed by this high cost of running 
for office. It goes too far toward slamming the 
door against the man wha does not have a con- 
siderable fortune or who does not have the 
wealth of others at his command. 

A situation in which it is necessary to spend 
more to win an office than that office will pay is 
essentially unhealthy. And this applies by no 
means only to the presidency. 

Politicians (and we use the word in no deroga- 
tory sense) are always conscious of expenses 
during a campaign. Sometimes they try to devise 
new means for meeting legitimate costs. For 
example, Beardsley Rum! tried to build up a 
fund in support of .Adlai Stevenson with indi- 
vidual $5 contributions, contributions made as a 
matter of principle and with no expectation of a 
pay-off. But it would take millions of $5 checks 
to pay for a national campaign on the scale of 
the one just concluded. 

That is why we hope that consideration of the 
problem will not be allowed to fade away with 
the echoes of the campaigning. There are some 
proposals which the newly constituted Congréss 
should consider: 


1. A shorter period for campaigning. 


The long gpan between a July convention and 
the November election may have been necessary 
to cover the country in the pre-aviation, pre- 
radio and pre-television days. Now it only means 
that the candidates must repeat themselves over 
and over again. A shorter campaign would be a 
cheaper campaign, 

2. Unified responsibility and full reporting. 

Reasonable cejlings, based on actual costs of 
reaching the electorate, should be established, 
and unified responsibility and full reporting of 
sums raised under these limitations should be 
required, There should be an end to all manner 
of committees for which the candidate is not 
legally responsible but which pay the biggest 
part of his expenses and solicit “gifts” for which 
he later finds himself beholden. The voters have 
a right to know in full how much it cost to win 
an office and where the money came from. Pub- 
licity is a safeguard against publi¢. pay-offs for 
secret aid. 

3. Limited cantributions from public treasury. 

These might follow the British pattern of a 
small sum for every voter to be reached, or they, 
might take some less direct form as limited free 
mailing privileges or limited time on the air at 
federal expense. As a safeguard against abuse, 
candidates might be required to make deposits 
which would be forfeited if they did not poll a 
set percentage of the total vote. 

The big point is that the high cost of cam- 
paigning is not one of those things about which 
nothing can be done. Even though most candi- 
dates may be completely honest in money mat- 
ters, the raising of campaign funds is not only 
a direct temptation to corruption, but—more 
seriously—it also puts an honest man under in- 
sidious forms of pressure from financial support- 
ers, be they political organizations, private pro- 
moters of causes, seekers of government business 

or downright racketeers trying to purchase im- 
munity. It is a threat to the integrity of office- 
seekers, and as such it should be reduced to the

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Backyard Ballots in Kansas 


To anyone outside Kansas the defeat of Re- 
publican Congressman ‘Albert M. Cole must seem 
one of the oddest results of the election.

Kansas was the home of Gen. Eisenhower and 
gave him a huge margin of victory.

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New England and the Seaway 

A ound reason why New England's represen- 
tatives in Congress should be fighting for the 
St. Lawrence seaway is advanced by the Ameri- 
ean Public Power Association, New England's 
development is being retarded by scarce and 
high-priced electric power. The seaway project 
could increase by one tenth the electric power 
supply of New Hampshire, Vermont, southern 
New England and New York state east of 
Rochester. 

The industrial decline of New England, which 
its people have worried about a great deal in 


recent years, can hardly be reversed by power 


rates which, the association reports, are “more 
than double those in areas where there has been 
extensive development of hydroelectric power.” 
Industries want cheap power and plenty of it. 
New England does not have it. 

The Yale University Directive Committee on 
Regional Planning said in its report five years 
ago that “the region enjoys few of the many 
advantages that might be secured by the rational 
multiple-purpose control and development of its 
rivers.” The report further noted that “it has 
been estimated that by appropriate development 
the région could enormously augment its produc- 
tion of electric power from water.” 

The International Joint Commission on the 
St. Lawrence has just given its approval to a 
power project. If the resulting power is distrib- 
uted by the New York State Power Authority, 
jointly with Canada, New England may benefit 
little or none. (New York is also one of the 
highest cost power areas in the nation and short 
on quantity.) Yet that seems likely to be the 
method unless the United States Government 
steps in and becomes Canada’s partner. 

Congress has for two decades refused to ap- 
prove the seaway project. The Public Power As- 
sociation thinks it is so important to the growth 
of the country that the whole project, which 
Canada now proposes to undertake alone, should 
be held up until the Eighty-third Congress has a 


e chance to make the United States a participant 


in 1953. We should think the Representatives and 
Senators from New England would think so too. 
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Voting in the County 

Two things stood out in the voting this week 
in St. Louis county—the extent of ballot scratch- 
ing, and the size of the vote. 

There was a great deal of split-ticket voting 
in the city as well, but it was particularly dra- 
matic in the county, where Stuart Symington, 
Democratic candidate for United States Senator, 
won a plurality of 22,000 in the face of Republi- 
can pluralities for Eisenhower, Elliott and other 
candidates. The result no doubt reflected in part 
the activities of a group of amateurs in politics, 
mostly women, who organized the Citizens for 
Symington committee, and conducted an active 
campaign. 

The county vote showed an increase of more 
than 50 per cent over the last presidential elec- 
tion. Now the question to be asked is whether 
the efficiency of the county’s electoral machinery 
has kept pace with its growth in voters and its 
importance in statewide elections. 

We doubt it, On election day there were scores 
of complaints about “lost” registrations—cages in 
which voters either lost their votes or were se- 
verely handicapped in casting them because the 
registration cards had gone to the wrong pre- 
cinct or had not gone out at all. On election 
night county returns came in very slowly. 

St. Louis county is now a major metropolitan 
area, It cannot afford to conduct elections as if 
it were still a rural community. It needs a com- 
plete overhaul of its election machinery, and it 
might well start by pushing for state authority 
to install voting machines in the biggest pre- 
cincts before the next election. 
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Popular Vote Percentages 

One of our readers has asked how Gen. Eisen- 
hower’s popular vote majority compares with 
that of other presidents. 7 

Since this election brought out a record vote, 
Gen. Elsenhower's nearly 33 million represents, 
of course, the highest total any candidate ever 
received. In terms of percentage of the total vote 
cast, here is how the successful candidates have 
fared since 1920: 

Harding: 61.6 per cent. 

Coolidge: 54.4 per. cent. 

Hoover: 58 per cent. 

Roosevelt (1932): 57.6 per cent. 

Roogevelt (1936): 61.7 per cent. 

Roosevelt (1940): 54.8 per cent, 

Roosevelt (1944): 53.5 per cent. 

Truman: 49.8 per cent. 

Eisenhower: 55 per cent (incomplete). 
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Eliminating Teen-age Gangs 

The Circuit Court grand jury has urged sev- 
eral steps toward curbing teen-age gangs in St. 
Louis, Three approaches are recommended, On 
the one hand, law enforcement agencies are 
urged to take a stern attitude, treating juveniles 
involved in serious crimes in the same manner 
as adults. More attention ought to be given to 
forestalling delinquency. Then there is the 
suggestion that parents be held responsible for 
the depredations of their children. 

We believe the second offers greater hope 
immediately and for the long run. Teen-age 


gangism and juvenile delinquency haye been 


on the increase in St. Louis since the police 
abandoned their sports programs for young peo- 
ple. The grand jury now recommends @ restora- 

tion of police participation with the Social Plan- 
ning Council in this field. 


At least 15 neighborhood gangs are known to

From Eisenhower's Triumph to the Task Ahead

The size of the Eisenhower victory is not 
only dramatic; it is a fact of utmost politi- 
cal significance for the time ahead. The 
General polled a record popular vote; out- 
ran his own ticket in nearly every state; 
split the South; appealed powerfully across 


party lines. . | 

No ma is able to say that his influence 
elected Gen. Eisenhower. The new Presi- 
dent will come to office without commit- 
ments or entanglements. He will be able 
to shape the Administration on his own 
lines, and he will have an almost unprece- 
dented prestige in dealing with Congress. 

As the obverse of Gen. Eisenhower’s vic- 
tory, it may be noted that the idea of bloc 


Voting along sectional or economic lines 


was given a salutary blow. It became evi- 
dent that Gen. Eisenhower had successful- 
ly enlisted and won over the great majori- 
ty of moderate Americans, appealing to 
them as individuals regardless of their lo- 
calities or affiliations. 

One did not have to support Adlai Ste- 
venson in order to admire him, and it is a 
great tribute to Gen. Eisenhower that he 
was able to Gefeat so soundly a man who 
commanded such widespread respect. Ana- 
lysts are likely to conclude that many vot- 


‘ers were reacting not against the standard 


bearer, but the standard. Not even an Ad- 
lai Stevenson could pull the Democratic 
party through, and that in itself is suffi- 
cient condemnation of its record. 

This victory, by its nature, imposes on 


Gen. Eisenhower a sobering responsibility. 


Because no man can claim him, he can lay 
upon none the burden of leadership which 
has fallen on his shoulders. Freedom of 
choice can be as awesome as it is exhilar- 
ating, particularly when the choices to be 
made involve not only the welfare of one 
people but the security of the whole free 
world. 

Americans obviously believe the Presi- 
dent-elect to be fully capable of assuming 
this burden and of fulfilling his charge for 
the general good. Certainly in this fateful 
and hopeful period men and women of 
both parties will join in giving him the 
support which the great task deserves.

Eisenhower the 
President will be face to face with realities 
and responsibilities. The election did not 
wipe out the Russian threat or the prob- 
lems of a world in upheaval. It merely 
changed the captain of our team. 

In domestic affairs it is doubtful that 
either Congress or the public will tolerate 
much real change. And the new Adminis- 
tration has hot made its program clear. As 
a candidate, Eisenhower did not offer solu- 
tions to the domestic problems he said 
were being ‘solved improperly. As Presi- 
dent he will find a new and modern Amer- 
ica to lead. ’ 

The hope is that he will seek out advis- 
ers who have been close to civilian life 
during the last two decades, The election 
did not change Eisenhower overnight from 
a political novice with a lifetime of mili- 
tary training to a civilian statesman. 

The long, needlessly bitter election fight 
is over. As always, the losing minority of 
the American people will accept the deci- 
sion and offer fullest co-operation to the 
new Administration. The days ahead will 
be difficult. They will demand intelligent 
leadership, great courage, imagination, 
calm confidence, a rebirth of mutual re 
spect and regard for facts and decency. 
The nation will prevail. No one doubts 
that.

the enemy might hold would turn 
up in dummy, and so nothing 
could be lost by the selection of 
the high spade. The excellent by- 
product of this lead was that 
East played the spade jack under 
the queen, and this permitted 
West to make the marked shift 
to hearts and get his ruff, raising 
the penalty to 300 points.

DR. WILLIAM HAMMON, of 
the Graduate School of Public 
Health, University of Pittsburg, 
and colleagues, presented a bril- 
liant and history making paper on 
the use of Red Cross gamma 
globulin (the same serum which 
is now so succesfully used to pre- 
vent or measles) as an 
agent to prevent polio. A total 
of 54,722 children between the 
ages of 1 and 11 years from three 
distinct geographic epidemic areas 
in the United States were inocu- 
lated—one-half with gamma glo- 
bulin, and one-half with a solu- 
tion of gelatin. 

Concdlusive evidence of a very 
significant reduction in the num- 
ber of cases of paralytic polio oc- 
curred during three epidemics as 
a result of injecting Red Cross 
gamma globulin.
